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Some  important  news,  which  I  am  sure  will  be  of  interest  to 
most,  is  the  ag^reenent  reached  by  myself  as  chairperson  of  the  Art 
Libraries  Committee  and  the  National  Library  of  Canada.  The  National 
Library  has  arreed  to  carry  out  a  survey  of  the  Resources  of  tie  Art 
Libraries  of  Canada  in  the  year  1966/67. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  Toronto  at  York  University  on  February 
28th  when  members  of  the  Art  Libraries  Committee  and  other  Art  Librarians 
met  with  Nrs.  Ann  MacNab  of  the  Research  Division  of  the  National  Library 
to  discuss  the  proposed  survey.  V/e  hope  to  have  another  representative 
from  National  at  our  business  meeting-  in  Toronto  in  June.   At  that  time, 
we  hope  to  receive  more  direction  and  also  have  further  discussions  on 
what  ^fJe   want  the  survey  to  accomplish.   I  hope  that  those  of  you  v;ho  have 
suggestions  or  ideas  about  v;hat  the  survey  should  entail  will  either  write 
to  me  before  the  June  meeting  or  attend  the  meeting  in  person  so  that  you 
can  tell  us  your  ideas. 

A  second  project,  the  publication  of  an  addenda  to  the  Vancouver 
Public  Library  file  of  references  to  Canadian  artists  on  microfilm  is  also 
under  active  consideration.   Information  has  nov^  been  received  from  CLA 
on  costs  involved  and  your  Committee  Chairperson  will  undertake  to  bring 
some  firm  recommendations  to  the  June  meeting. 

One  of  the  most  recent  CLA  publications  is  one  which  vras 
sponsored  by  your  committee:   Coloured  reDrf^ductior.s  of  Cs.n?dian  ^gintin^s 
available  for  Durchase  by  Margaret  Andrew  and  VJnetta  Lunn.  It  is  available 
for  purchase  from  CLA  at  SA.50 

I  hope  that  I  shall  see  most  of  you  in  Toronto  in  June  -  I  am 
sure  you  will  find  our  program  helpful  and  enjoyable.
